My
hiushana went to bed about noom and some-
time nfter 3 o'clock I bad been having o
lunel with my little girl and we were going
out to gather some oges. I wns standing in
the door walting for the Hitle girl to come
when umnn siepped up to the door. I ean't
be positive i he raised ks hat o me. Jle
asked me fov afamily nnmed Stein, andd then
asked me who lived in that house, nud ques-
tioned me about Mr, Fitzsimmons, 1 told

Liim that Mr. Fitzsimmons was notin, e
then asked me if Mr. Fitssimmons would be
in the next day, nnd L told bim that he
woultl if be wantoed to seo him, Just then a
suall man _-meplwﬁ up and winked bis cyo at
me. ©did nor Itke that, ns I th ugit it was
notgentlemanly,and chat he either wanted vo
in=ult we or make u fool out of me.

One. Mill Crew Lays Down Its Tools
to Attend a Funeral.

ANOTHER OBJECTS TO OVERTIME.

National Marble Cutters Bitterly Opposing
Prison Work.

MOORHEAD & M'CLEANE'S GOOD REPORT

Two peculiar strikes were reported ves-
terday. The first and largest is at the
Homestend Steel Works. Edward Will-
iams, the third victim of the converting
mill disaster, died at5 o'clock yesterday
morning, It seems that when the metal
wheelers in the Bessemer department
learned of his death they wanted to quit
work until after the funeral,  Their super-
intendent objected on the grounds that it
wonld cause a great Toss to the firm. The
men, however, insisted upon the same priv-
ilege that had been nceorded the other em-
ployesin the departments when the other
two men died, and qnit. They were imme-
diately discharged.

This action on the part of the firm raised
the indignation of the ather men in the
Bessemer department, and they walked out
of the mill, leaving the ecupolas full of
molten iron. This was an unnatural and
unexpected move on the part of the men, as
there wis danger of the metal chilling.

NEW WORK POR THE BOSSES.

Superintendent J. A. Potter hustled
around and mustered his assistants and
bosses together, and attempted to operate
the plant. They sucoeeded,after many heroie
attempts torun out the metal that the strik-
